Continuation of 3. NOTE: the newly amended subject matter, especially claim 93, (subject matter not claimed in combination prior to final 
rejection) would require further consideration and/or search. With respect to part c) in the amendment section above, claims 122-125 and 
128 would still define new matter because these specific suspension agents were never defined in the specification for the broad 
composition, as defined in the independent claims. Applicants state that the examiner is limiting the invention to the examples provided. 
To the contrary, the examiner is not limiting the claimed invention to only the examples. This is clear because the independent broad 
claims, which are broader in scope than the examples, are not being excluded from the claimed invention. The examiner is merely stating 
that the only support for the claimed suspension agents is defined in the examples, thus the use of the claimed suspension agents is only 
supported for specific compositions and not the broad compositions, as in the independent claims. Although the original claims and 
specification define that a suspension agent can be added, the specification never defines that the claimed specific suspension agents 
can be used for the broad compositions, as claimed, and thus the use of said suspension agents is only clearly supported for the specific 
compositions used in the examples.
